HOW THE OTHER HALF LIVES 


Having deserted my Amiga for a PC clone 
(cries of traitor’ have been heard), I decided 
that I should now join Brisbug, the local PC 
User Group. 


It’s interesting to see another computer users 
group in action, so I shall give you some of 
my impressions - after all we might be able to 
pick up some tips. 


I joined via the normal channels - I rung the 
Membership Secretary who sent me an infor- 
mation leaflet (very much like our own) and 
a membership application form. I duly 
posted my $35 ($5 joining fee and $30 annual 
membership fee). In the meantime I had ac- 
cessed their BBS as a visitor, but had left a 
message with the sysop that I intended to 
join their group. Two days after sending my 
cheque I received a copy in the mail of Sig- 
nificant Bits, their newsletter, and when I ac- 
cessed their BBS I had been given 
membership type access - pretty fast work. 


A few days later I received a parcel in the 
mail, containing my membership card and 
three (archived) 5,25" disks which contained 
their PD catalogue, which contains some 


3000 odd disks. 


Brisbug has over 1500 members and meets on 
the 3rd Sunday of the month at our regular 
stamping ground, the Bardon Professional 
Development Centre. 


Their meetings start at 10am with classes for 
beginners, intermediate users and special clas- 
ses such as how to use the Club’s Bulletin 
Board. The classes finish at noon for an 
hour’s lunch break, and the main meeting 
starts at 1 pm. This normally goes till about 3 
pm or a bit later, depending on the guest 
speaker. After this the SIGs (Special Interest 
Groups) meet, covering topics like program- 
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ming, genealogy, medical, Windows etc. The 
meeting finishes at about 5 pm. 


First impression is that this group’s member- 
ship overall is older than the CCUGQ’s 
membership. A large section of their mem- 
bers are business people; understandable of 
course. 


There are no lending library facilities, only 
Public Domain software, which has to be or- 
dered before the meeting. Room S1 is filled 
with about 8 computers, all busy copying PD 
disks. Members are not allowed to copy their 
own disks, because of the risks of virus infec- 
tion - an even greater menace than on the 
Amiga. Cost for a 360Kb 5,25" disk is $4.00 
and on a 3,5" disk it’s $5.50 - considerably 
dearer than our PD disks. I guess that PC 


Owners expect to pay more for their soft- 
ware! 


Their newsletter runs to some 50 A4 Pages 
and is well designed and laid out. It carries a 
fair amount of commercial advertising ($130 


per full page), which must help to defray the 
publishing costs. 


It is pointless to do a stroke by 

parison with the CCUGQ. Oe 
appears to be well organised, with a Jor of 
people involved in the actual running of the 
group. However, being more Oriented 
towards the business community, their over. 
all charges appear to be considerably higher 
than within our group - after all, if people are 
prepared to spend $500 - $600 on a word 
processor, they would consider $4 for a 
Public Domain disk pretty good value! 


My main impression is that more members 
of Brisbug appear to be involved in the run- 
ning of the group - in that respect they can 
teach our members a lesson or two.

Having raved on last month about the health and fitness of our BBS (BULLETIN BOARD 
SYSTEM) I was inundated with a call asking could I explain how a newcomer to modems 
would register. Now as I explained last month, your membership of the CCUGQ automati- 
cally entitles you to membership of the CLUB BBS, so joining the BBS is financially painless. I 
must assume that you are using GPTerm and that the supplier has supplied you with the cor- 
rect technical settings for your modem. But if this is not the case I’ve included here my settings 
without pretending to know what on earth they mean.

I don’t know why this is so but nothing will 
happen unless you do, so rather than exibt your rebellious nature succumb to it’s request and 
press the darn thing. PS. 64 users can substitute for the CTRL key (I think).

New Amiga Book 


AmigaDOS Inside & Out has been upgraded 
to include Version 2.0 of AmigaDOS. An ex- 
cellent reference. (Book 8 of the Abacus 
Series). 


Lots of new stuff this month. One ex- 
member offered a batch of good games to the 
library at a very cheap price. I couldn’t resist 
taking up the offer. They are listed below, 
following a couple of other packages. 
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Aegis Images: this is an older paint/draw pro- 
gram but has some features that the bigger 
and newer programs have not implemented. 
Some of these features are: the ability to easi- 
ly re-size a cut-out brush to any dimension; 
excellent control over repeating shapes with 
four different ways of forming the repeating 
pattern; transparency, glow and stencil func- 
tions when painting over existing objects. I 
picked this up in the January Computer Spot 
sale very cheaply but the disk was a dud. 
They couldn’t replace it and it has taken me 
this long to find a working original disk 
from a member. 


Project D Release 2: an upgrade, but it came 
with a completely new manual so will be 
packaged separately. If you didn’t know, 
this is mainly known for its ability to create 
a back-up of many copy-protected programs 
you may own. Also contains an editor, a disk 
catalogue program and a batch of other 
utilities. 


Battle Chess - animated 3D chess where the 
pieces really battle it out. The problem is 
that losing a piece is so much more fun than 
playing normally. Can also be played as a 2D 
normal chess program. 


Jack Nicklaus’ Greatest 18 Holes of Major 
Championship Golf - golf game in which 
you can play against the Golden Bear (or the 
computer or friends) in a "skins" or stroke 
play game. Addictive. 


Elite - interplanetary trading game and shoot- 
em-up combined. Venerable but well- 
thought of game due to the strategy required

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Word Processors and Spreadsheets are 
universally regarded as the two most impor- 
tant uses for a computer particularly in the 
Home environment. Most users agree about 
word processors but, in many cases have 
neglected to explore the enormous potential 
of spreadsheets; either because they are un- 
aware of them or because they loom very lar- 
gely on their horizons as being too hard or 
not of any practical usefulness. 


In an effort to dispel some of these miscon- 
ceptions, Cor Geels, last meeting gave a well 
presented and documented talk on a very 
simple and easily operated spreadsheet 
(ABRACALC). Cor had done his homework 
and covered his subject in all it’s aspects with 
great Clarity and detail. ABRACALC is a 
good place to start as it is one of the early 
spreadsheets and has no complicated com- 
mands. (I believe it was originally made for a 
Diskette). 


Spreadsheets present the user with a 
panoramic view of his data as text or 
numerals, and in addition allow the input of 
formulae which permit manipulation of the 
entries in the cells e.g. 


Cell Al 
Cell A2 


Using appropriate formulae alteration to a 
cell can be reflected across the whole spread- 
sheet- a fascinating effect to watch A most 
useful for making budget predictions etc. 


Most of the mathematical formulae can be 
used and there is usually provision for win- 
dowing, split screens, copying, saving and 
moving quickly between cells. 


There have been many improvements and 
variations added but the spreadsheet has lost

none of it’s power and usefulness. We have 
several in our Commercial library. These 
may be borrowed so that you can try them 
out and make up your mind which is most 
useful for your purpose before you purchase 
it.

Sales of our new ICPUG disks as advertised in ’Cursor’ have been overwhelming; I have, in 
fact, used up to two hundred disks in order to supply the orders and they keep coming. With 
apologies to Greg and Ralph and the other retirees I cannot resist quoting Mark Twains 


famous remark ’The reports of my death have been greatly exaggerated’. The 64/128 is still 
alive and well. 


Please do not ignore the new rules re prices:- 





$2 for a single sided disk which has only one PD disk on it. 
$3 for a double sided disk which has copies of two PD disks. 
Plus postage and packing ($3 up to 5 disks) 


re POSTAGE. At the last meeting Ralph was very upset at the new Australia Post rules re 
bulk parcels which would have considerably increased charges. Leigh Winsor calculated how- 
ever, that the usual 5 1/4 inch package would incur the normal postage if it were no more than 
2.2 cms. in thickness and weighed less than 500 gms. I pointed all this out to our local 
Postmistress and after hearing me out she advised that A/Post have temporarily shelved the 
new project. Hooray!, but be prepared for an increase in our postal charges. 
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On April 1st 1991 Australia Post issued a new set of charges; I will outline some that are 
relevant:- 





LARGE LETTERS by ORDINARY POST (not a letter but a small parcel) 





Large letters are rectangular in shape with dimensions no smaller than 80mm x 138mm, no 
larger than 260mm x 360mm (approx. 10 x 14 inches), no thicker than 20mm (about 3/4 in- 
ches) and is not a standard letter. Maximum weight 500g. (in effect this means our standard 
5.5 inch cardboard container is well within the linear dimension but anything over 4 disks 
will put the thickness over 20mm.

The breakdown of our charges for postage and packaging should prove interesting:- 





Cardboard container $1.20 
Postage charges as above for up to 4 disks; more disks means we are charged parcel rates! You 


can get a list of these from Aust. Post. Using both sides of the disk will halve the weight. 









If you add this up it means that P&P for up to 4 disks would come to $2 or $2.10 interstate. 
5-10 disks would amount to $3.00 ($3.10) 








These are the basic postal charges for blank disks. 
Members may like to bear in mind that the Public Domain Library is regarded by the Club as 
a service designed to help them to enjoy computing and not to make any excessive profits as 
long as expenses are covered. For this reason we have reduced the cost of the disks but unfor- 
tunately we will have to increase the P&P fee to $3.

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AMIGA ACCEPTANCE 


Being involved with PCs, does not mean that 
Amy does not hold any interest for me any 
longer - on the contrary. I’ve set out in a pre- 
vious article why I’ve changed, namely the 
fact that I’m really not terribly interested in 
the two areas where the Amiga shines: 
Graphics and Games. 


This was brought home to me when you 
read some of the PC magazines. Their bias 1s 
just as pronounced as that of Amiga maga- 
zines. As an example, some months ago in 
the highly respected PC Magazine, there ap- 
peared three letters to the editor, who 
pointed out to him that certain types of 
graphic applications were a lot cheaper to 
run on the Amiga. The editor’s reply was 
quite succinct: ’we ave a PC magazine and 
don’t review Amigas’! 


However in Vol 10, no.4 of the same maga- 
zine, their regular columnist John Dvorak 
wrote that ’the actual highlight of the 
American Comdex Show was the Video Toaster 
from Newtek’. 


In the same issue there appears a full page ar- 
ticle by Steve Rosenthal, reviewing the 
aforementioned Video Toaster in glowing 
terms, and ends by saying that "Jn sum, a PC, 
an Amiga and a Toaster combination is the 
video production equivalent of life in the early 
days of desktop publishing. For a small invest- 
ment, a bit of extra work, and tolerance of some 
idiosyncracies, you can get most of the perfor- 
mance that would otherwise require tens of 
thousands of dollars of specialised professional 


equipment.’ 


It’s interesting to see the Amiga getting at 
long last some recognition as a good low cost 
graphics work station - the same way the 
Macintosh was seen as a viable desktop pub- 
lishing environment some years ago. Still, 
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Commodore has a long way to go, seeing 
there are now some 2 million Amigas 
around, compared with 6 million Macs and 
60 million PCs! 

Editor 


APRIL MEETING 


Our April meeting was devoted to Scanners. 
Most of us have read about these items, but 
few of us have seen them in action. Thanks 
to John Mahoney of BizQuip we had the op- 
portunity to have a look at two Sharp flatbed 
scanners with associated software, and, 
thanks to Pactronics, Steve Hovelroud 
demonstrated the Cameron handscanner 
(colour only) model. 


John demonstrated first the Sharp JX300 
flatbed scanner, and its associated software, 
produced by ASDG. This was a very impres- 
sive hardware- and software combination 
which was capable of producing first rate 
results in both colour and black and white, 
up to a maximum resolution of 400 dpi. The 
software allowed extensive control over the 
final output, and even further control over 
the final image could be achieved by using 
The Art Department, the image manipula- 
tion program from ASDG. However this 
combination Is certainly not for everybody, 
as the package costs approximately $6000. 
However, it’s the ideal combination for pro- 
fessional video- and desktop publishing pro- 
grams. 


For the less affluent amongst us, John 
followed this up by demonstrating the Sharp 
JX100 scanner. This one was nowhere near 
as versatile as its bigger brother (maximum 
resolution 200 dpi, three scan passes against 
one on the JX300 and much smaller scanning 
area), but was still capable of giving first rate 
results. At approximately $1500, including 
software, this is a viable alternative for our 
more well-to-do members. 
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After John’s demonstration Steve Hovelroud 
demonstrated the Cameron colour handscan- 
ner. Despite the name, this is a German 
product. It normally comes standard with 
software and a 500 and 2000 interface, but 
our demo model came only with the A500 
interface, which connects to the bus on the 
left side of the computer (there’s a pass- 
through bus for the A590 hard drive). This 
package retails here for approximately $1500. 
Although the results were quite acceptable, 
the main difference became quite apparent 
when Steve actually did a scan. The scan area 
is only apr. 9 cm wide, and if your scanning 
rate is uneven, it results in unsightly lines 
appearing on the image, which means that 
you have to repeat the operation. However, 
with practice one is able to get some very 
satisfactory scans, as Steve proved to us when 
he showed us some scans he had done at 
home under more controlled conditions. It’s 
possible to do several scans over different 
parts of the original, and then combine them 
to form the final image, but this process is 
rather finicky and not always easy to man- 
age. Maximum resolution of this scanner ts 
only 90 dpi. What stood out was the speed at 
which this scanner operated, particularly 
compared with the JX100 scanner. 

































Regrettably we didn’t have the Cameron 
Black 8& White hand scanner available for 
demonstration. This unit sells for apr. $700, 
has a maximum resolution of 400 dpi, and 
has Optical Character Reading capabilities. 
This unit may well be a viable alternative for 
Amateur DTP applications. 


Obviously scanning is not for everybody, 
but the general consensus was that the Sharp 
JX300 was a much better investment than 
the similarly priced Cameron hand scanner;

below the $1000 mark, it would have been a 
very worthwhile proposition. Pity though,

"What is 
an icon?", you say; well, an icon is that little 
picture which appears when you insert a disk 
in your drive whilst operating from the 
Amiga’s WorkBench. 

























What! you don’t know how to make one.. ? 
Never fear, come with me and I'll explain... 






An Icon can be made from any of your 
artwork but is best if it is designed specifical- 
ly with four colours and on a medium resolu- 
tion screen (640 * 256 or 200 NTSC). 

Generally two drawings are done of about 
the same dimensions and the second one ap- 
pears when the first one is clicked on. This 
gives the appearance of movement. For you 
it is only necessary, to draw the two pictures, 
colour them accordingly using the same four 
colours of course a save the screen as an 
IFF file. 








































An IFF 
file is the standard file format used by most 
drawing programs to convert what you see 
on the screen to computer talk for floppy 
disks. It’s not necessary for you to know 
how it does it, or even if it does, (wish I’d 
never mentioned IFF) just save the entire pic- 
ture and give the file to a committee member 
at the next meeting you attend.

Please be considerate - these are after hours numbers, so only ring our members between 
the hours of 6pm and 9pm during week nights. 
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I am an electronic technician and as such 
several weeks ago I was asked by a friend to 
look at the mouse on his Atari (YUCK), it 
would only work erratically left/right and 
not at all up/down. 


I removed the top and checked the internals, 
(got to see how the opposition works), these 
all appeared OK so I asked him a few ques- 
tions about when the fault occurred, he told 
me that as he is a very tidy person, he rolls 
the wire around the mouse body when it is 
not in use, he had done this and the next 
time he came to use it wouldn’t work. 


I then suspected that the cable was broken. A 
quick check of the wire proved this was the 
case and the wire was cut about 50mm out 
from the mouse body. This end was chosen 
as it could be resoldered in the mouse. The 
fault was not at the mouse end however and I 
then had to look at the other end, this is of 
course not possible because the plug is 
moulded onto the wire. 


On the Atari the plugs are underneath and 
very close together meaning that normal 
plugs are too large, so the agents were con- 
tacted for a new cable. Imagine my surprise 










Although not spelling it out in so many 
words, it must have become fairly obvious in 
my series of articles on DTP, that I’ve put 
my money on PageStream V2.1 as my 
preferred DTP program. 


I had hoped to have a look at Professional 
Page V.2.0, but that has not shown up at the 
time of writing. Copies did circulate, but 
they had a major bug in the date function. 
Apparently the program recognised the year 
1990, but not 1991 - so much for beta testing!

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when they told me that the cables were not 
available and that I would have to buy a new

I therefore rang the Commodore agents in 
Queensland to ask if a cable would be avail- 
able, they informed me that the same policy 
applies and that cables are not available 
separately, you have to buy a new mouse. 









The problem on an AMIGA is not so major 
as I found a normal soldered 9 Pin plug will 
fit the A500, however I continued searching 
and found that TANDY sell a joystick exten- 
sion cable with all the wires in it connected 
for $7.00 ( Note: Some Joystick extensions 
don’t have all the pins connected; however 
the Mouse requires all 9 pins), this cable is 
three metres long and can be cut to the 
length required and fitted to the mouse. 











This was done and of course solved my 
friends problem with a saving of $83.00 
which pleased him. 







This case does highlight the "Throw away" 
society we live in today. 









However I’ve just read the April ’91 issue of 
Amiga User International, which carries two 
substantial reviews of both Pro Page 2.0 and 
PageStream 2.1. The reviews were written by 
a Pro Page user and a PageStream user, but in 
turn both gentlemen also looked at the other 
program. It’s not my intention to rewrite 
those reviews here, but just quote some of 
the conclusions they came to... 













Jonathan Living (he did the PageStream 
review) had this to say about Pro Page 2.0: 
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"PageStream has more flexibility in column 

creations; PS’s Master Pages option is more flex- 

ible than PP’s templates; PS offers far more fill 
patterns and a pattern editor; PS offers more op- 

tion for importing IBM and Mac graphics file 

formats; PS objects can be twisted, slanted and 

rotated, whereas PP objects can only be rotated, 

etc. etc. On the other hand PP comes with a 

separate article editor (cut down version of 
Transwrite), and in the field of colour DTP, PP 
supports the ‘Pantone system of pre-defined 
colours. PS is also less memory hungry than 
PP a 


John Walker, the Professional Page reviewer, 
had this to say about PageStream... 


"Much to my surprise, I found that PageStream 
2.1 outperformed Pro Page 2.0 on almost every 
level. PS offers text and graphics rotation that 
no other desktop publishing program on any 
computer can match. Only in colour handling, 
especially in outputting four colour separations, 
does it lag behind PP - and that, I guess, ts some- 
thing that concerns only a handful of Amiga 
desktop publishers. It (PS) is, for the moment, 
the new heavyweight champion among Amiga 


desktop publishing programs." 


So far the quotes from Amiga User Interna- 
tional. I have never used a Mac or IBM for 
DTP, but having read some recent reviews 
on some of the so-called heavyweights’ of 
DTP programs, such as Ventura, Pagemaker, 
Quark Xpress, etc., I can only come to one 
conclusion: We have some of the best DTP 
programs on the Amiga, at a fraction of the 
price charged for the opposition products. 


But having said this, I’m getting fed up with 
PageStream. The reason can be summed up 
in one word: SPEED, or rather the lack of it. 
In some cases it has taken me the best part of 
a morning to format a two or three page ar- 
ticle, using PageStream. The arrival of scal- 
able fonts in DTP programs has meant that 
the program has to do some massive calcula- 
tions to produce those fonts, both on screen 
and at the printer. Hence the price we pay 
for improved output - and the output has 
dramatically improved - is a considerable 
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slowing down of screen re-drawing etc. 


The only way to overcome this problem, is 
by running an Amiga with a 68030 proces- 
sor, such as is found on some of the accelerat- 
ing boards (or the A3000) in conjunction 
with a maths co- processor chip, and we all 
know how much that cost, don’t we? 


Iam now using WordPerfect 5.1 on my MS- 
DOS computer. It has a range of graphics 
functions which is quite impressive, but the 
are not easy to understand and will take 
some time to master. However the program 
supports the two scalable fonts which are 
built into the Laserjet III, and are quick to set 
up and use. WordPerfect certainly does not 
offer the flexibility that your average DTP 
program offers, but this is offset by the fact 
that there are no delays in setting up Pages 
and printer output is many times faster than 
using a DTP program. 


I am not advocating that budding DT Pers get 
rid of their Amigas and buy clones to run 
WordPerfect 5.1; after all our DTP programs 
are both good and cheap. However for the 
production of things like newsletters such as 
ours, a faster processor is really the only vi- 
able option, unless you have lots of spare 
time. 


In the field of desktop publishing the Amiga 
has come a long way since 1986. Amiga 
DTPers should be grateful that both Gold 
Disk and Soft Logik have released two great 
DTP programs at such a reasonable price. 
Given the present rate of progress in both 
soft- and hardware, I’m fairly confident that 
within five years there will be many more 
home computer owners turning out first 
class printed output. 


Last but not least I'd like to re-iterate what I 
have written on several previous occasions, 
namely, no matter how good your equip- 
ment and software, there’s nothing that 
makes up for a genuine ability to lay out 
pages in a pleasing manner.

PRINTER PROBLEMS 
For those who don’t know what CDTV is, 


it’s basically a CD player with an Amiga 500 
in its innards, or should that be an A500 with 
an inbuilt CD player? 







I received a letter from our Bathurst 
member, Fred Hawley, who has now taken 
the plunge, and bought an Amiga. I knew 
you would, Fred! One of the points raised by 
Fred, was that he owns a Star NX1000C 
printer with a C64 Serial interface, and he 
wondered how he could use this printer with 
the Amiga, which has the industry standard 
Centronics Parallel interface. 














Anyway, it looks like a CD player, and the 
computer part comes without a keyboard 
(that’s an optional extra), but has a remote 
control. Apparently Commodore has a range 
of software lined up from games, to 
cookbooks, encyclopaedias, reference works 
etc. With massive advertising they may get a 
grip on this market (always providing the the 
software CDs are reasonably priced), but 
there is the looming threat of CD-I, which 
offers similar capabilities. It should be an 
interesting battle! 

















Regrettably there’s no software solution that 
I know of, so I suggested to Fred to contact 
Star, to see if they could replace the Serial 
interface with a Centronics interface. I don’t 
know if this is possible, nor what the cost 
might be.
